OFFICIALS BEFORE THE 
COMMISSION. 


RAILROAD 


Inters‘ate Commission Arrive at Mobile, Where 
a Large Number of Delega‘ions Were awaiting 
Them-—-The fraffic Manager of tue Mobils 

ard Ohio Laterrogaced at Lengta. 


Moniie, April 29.—The interstate commerce 
commission arrived in this city at 2:20 p. m., 
apd met st 4 p. m. in the United States court 
Representative men were present from 
Mobile, £elma, Greenville, Huntsville, Tusca- 
Jcoca, Brewton, Hartsville and other places in 
Alsbema, and from Meridian and Aberdeen, 
Mies. Colonel W. Butler Duncan, president, 
and H. S. Depew, traflic’ manager, of the Mo- 
pile snd Obio road, testified as to the necessity 
of the suspension of the fourth section of the 
law@in the cese of that road. Mr. Depew’s 
testimony Was interrupted by frequent ques- 
tions frcim members of the commission. To an 
interrogatory relative to rates on his road, Mr, 
Depew replied: | 

“You ask @o we charge more for a short haul 
than for a long one out of East St. Louis to 
But we have met competition at 
Cairo, and have not charged more than the 
Illinois railroxd commission has prescribed, 
although when we charge less that body has 


not molested us.” : 
Mr. Morrison—I_sce there is a gradual rise of 


rates from East St. Louis until you reach Cairo, 
where I see no rate, 

Mr, Depew—We meet competition at that 

int. 

Mr. Morrison—Suppose a shipment is from 
East St. Louis to Mobile—does the shipper get 


lilinois rates? 

Mr. Depew—He does now—that is, since the 
first of April; formerly he was charged six 
cents a barrel higher. I would add thst we 
could possibly equalize rates in Illinois because 
of the short distance of the haul; but while we 
might charge certain rates from a point near 
East St Lenis to Mobile, we cannot make the 
same charge to all local »oints in this southern 


territory. ? 

The average rate from East St. Louis to in- 
termediate points on different kinds of freight 
was then stated, and Mr. Depew continued: 

“Trade is divided into two classes—that 
which gces to competitive points, and that 
which goes to non-competitive points.” 

When asked to give competitive points, he 
pamcd Mobile, Enterprise, Meridian, Lauder- 
dale, West Point, Corinth, Jackson, Rives, 
Humboldt, Union City, Columbus, Cairo, Per- 
cy and Evst St. Louis, adding that one-half the 
tonnage of his road wentto those points. 

Attention being called to the rate sheet of 
the rozd and the fact that the large number of 
stations named wore not allowed competing 
rates, Mr. Depewexplained that the sheet is 
corrected according to the interstate law under 
which the road is working. 

Mr. Bragg ssid that if the Mobile and Ohio 
company gave special rates to manafacturers, 
he would like to know why the rate ona bar- 
rel was fifty cents from East St. Louis to Mo- 
bile; seventy cents to Meridian, and $1.13 toa 
number cf places intermediate. 

The rate at Mcbile was shown by Mr. Depew 
to be governed by the Mississippi river rate to 
New Oricans. 

Mr. Biagg wanted to know whether the 
Louisville, New Orleaus and Texas road did 
not protect the Mobile and Ohio from ‘eompeti- 
tion with the river. 

Mr. Depew thought it did to some extent. 

Mr. Bragg—Uuw do you reach this rate of 
cempetition of steamers? Don’t they keep 
ibeir rates secret? 

Answer—Yes. The Anchor line farnishes a 
blank to shippers filled in with nominai rates, 
but they charge as much lower as they please 
waking specially low rates to large shippers. 

Mr. Ersgg--How do you make your rates 
conform to those secret rates? 

Answcr—Sometimes we cannot, and the 
beats get the freight, 

Mr. Bregg—So you just go shooting around 
in the dark? 

Mr. Depew— Sometimes. 

’ Cotton rates out of Mobile to New York were 
next statcd, as follows: Mobile to New York, 
$2.25; Mcridiam and Enterprise to New York, 
$3.75; from Aberdeen, $4.05; from Artesia, about 
the same; from Corinth, $250. The commis- 
sioners were informed that Memphis controlled 
tates at competitiva points by her low ali-rail 
rates to New York and Corinth, Osean rates 
from Mobile and New Orleans to New York 
were then touched upon. 

Mr. Depew did not profess much acquaint: 
ance with this branch of the subject. He 
thought the rate from Mobile to New York was 
controlled by the rail rate from Mobile to New 
Orleavs and the sea rate thence to destination. 
He wss esked about the amount of cotton sent 
from Mobile over his route. He said it was 
between two and three thousand bales. 

Mr. Bragg—You compete here with the 
ecean route and make a rate of forty cents per 
hundred, and yet of all the cotton brought 
here from the interior you carry only that 
swall proportion to New York. Has your 
road any agreement by which it shall not 
charge more or less? 

Mr. Depew—We have an agreement with the 


New York. 

Mr. Bragg—But you don’t cut as they doin 
Memphis. : 

Answer—Not thisfyear. I suppose it has 

n done. 

Question—You carry from Mobile to New 

York for forty-five cents. How far is that? 

, Answer—Abont 1,300 miles. 

. Question-—-By E. L. Russell, attorney for the 
Mobile and Ohio road--Did the Mississippi 
rajlroad commission, in fixing its rates, recog: 
ize competing points? 

Answer—lIt did. 

Colonel T. M. R. Talcott, vice-president of 
the Mobile and Ohio road, then gave his views 
at length with regard to the cost of transport: 
ing local and through freights, the circumstan- 
ces which controlled in each of these two 
classes, and the bearing which terminal and 
fixed charges had on them. In reply to ques-

RAILROAD RACKETS. 


The Union Pacific’s Petition—Free Pass Sys- 
tem Revived. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The petition of 
the Union Pacific railroad to the interstate 
commerce commission, asking to be relieved 
from the operations of the fourth section of the 
interstate law, was filed with Secretary Mosely 
today, and acopy of the document was taken 
to Mobile by the same messenger who brought 
it here, to be there Jaid before the commission. 

St. Louis, Apri] 29.—A local paper says the 
western roadsdo not make any attempt at 
conccaling their plans in regard to issuing 
passes to cattlemen. They contend that while 
they are engaged in the transportation of cat- 
tle they are as much employes of the road as 
though their names were on the pay 
roll, far otherwise substitutes would 
bave to be paid by the road and expenses in- 
cluded inthe shipping rate, Eastern roads, 
however, denied their patrons this privilege, 
with the result of driving from the market 
some of the leading buyers, who transferred 
their orders to Chicago, where they had the 
benefit of the Grand Trunk cut rate. In self 
defense the Indianapolis and St. Louis railroad 
returned to the pass system a week ago—a 
shipper and one man for every two cars is al- 
lowed transportation east in the cabooso and a 
return ticket by express. Chicago roads have 
established a rebate of $5 per car for all live 
stock shipped from Texas, 


THE EAST ALABAMA, 


Fhe Flat Cars Therefore to be Built in An- 
niston. 

ANNISTON, Ala., April 29.--[Special.]—Mr.

A STRIKE THREATENED. 


Fifteen Thousand Chicago Workmen to 
Quit Work Next Monday. 

CuicaGgo, April 29.—The Master Masons and 

Builders’ association held a two hours’ session 
last night in considering the threatened strike 
of the helpersand hod carriers which, it is 
feared, will be inaugurated May 1, if their de- 
mards for an increase cf wages from twenty-two 
to twenty-five cents per hour is not acceded to, 
and the expression was unanimous that the 
employers could not afford, under present con- 
tracts, to increase wages. They also decided 
that they would not recognizethe hod carriers’ 
unicn under any circumstances either at the 
present or atany other wages. The president 
of the aszociation says he really expects a 
strike to take place Monday. 
. Ata meeting ofthe hod carriers’ union it 
was decided to instruct all membersof the 
uvion to lay their demands personally before 
their employers tomorrow, and to ask for a 
definite reply. The men will make reports at 
a meeting on Sunday, and all those employed 
by contractors refusing to raise their wages 
wiil be ordered out. 

The plasterers’ union pas3zed resolutions 
prohibiting ifs members from handling work 
done for them by non-union laborers. Thiza 
means that the plasterers will refuse to work 
with men who, in case of a strike, would take 


’ the place of union hod carriers. 


A strike of hod carriers and helpers means 
the laying off of masons also, or the going out 
of 15,000 men on Monday next. : 


THE STOVE MOLDERS. 


Knights of Labor Will Not Take a Hand ina 
tke Trouble. 


PHILADELPHIA,Ayril 29.—The general exec- 
utive board of the Knights of Labor, after

decic€ed that they wuuld not interfere in the 
present controversy about the 8+. Louis pat- 
terns. The executive officers say that the mat- 
ter will be left entirely with district awsemblies 
to which some of the stove molders belong, 
and the matter will thus be transferred from 
the general executive board to the district as- 
semblies, the former declaring that the fight is 
vot within their jurisdiction, as only a small 
number of stove molders belong to the 
Kuights of Labor.

DISPERSING A MOB. 


EXCITING SCENES ABOUT THE JAIL 
IN LOUISVILLE. 


Five Mundred Men and Boys Prepare to Attack the 
Prison Where the Assailantse of Jennie Bow- ~ 
man are Confined — The Police Charge 
the Mob and Scatter It, Eic., Btc. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 29.—Shortly after 1 
o'clock this morning, a mob of about 500 men 
and boys, armed with a section of telegraph 
pole, marched down Jefferson street in a body 
to charge the jail. The police heard of their 
coming and thirty strong, in double colunin; 
met the mob at Fifth and Jefferson streets. The 
police ordered them to disperse and then 
charged upon them. The mob scattered and 


, retreated up Jefferson street, where they again 
_ began bathering in numbers. 


At 2:45 amob organized at Fourth and Main 
streets, after several speeches marched toward 
the jail. The crowd numbered abont 500 and 
a number were armed with sledge hammers. 
They appeared determined and seemed to have 
leaders. They reached the jail about 3 o’clock 


_and when the police guard line was reached, a 
lively scrimmage took place and several shots 
were fired, but no one was injured. The mob 
_ then retreated in the direction of the armory, 


bat rapidly grew smaller and soon dispersed. 

It is believed that another attempt to reach 
the two negro murderers will be made tonight, 
avd ifthe mob has determined leaders they 


will prebably succeed in their purpose. Among 


those who were arrested and taken to the sta- 


_ tionhouse were John Letterb and Allen Mc- 


Donald. The former was a member of the 
last Kentucky legislatare, and the latteris a 
leader in an association organized to promote 
purity in the city government. McDonald was 
also a leading light in the Law and Order club,

This morning Jennie Bowman is still sink- 
She is worse than at any time and may 
dis atany moment.

The agreed signal of eleven taps by the fire 
department bells, in case of an attack upon the 
jail,was rung at 12:20 this afternoon, and came 
near causing mischief. The alarm, it seems, 
was the usual call given to notify members of 
the legion when they are expected to report for 
duty atthe armory. The people misunder- 
stood the alarm, thinking it was caused by a 
rict at the jail. About 3,000 people quickly as- 
sembled on the jail squsero. Jefferson street was 
a scene of grcat confusion ard people rushed 
toward the jail frofm all points. The facts soon 
became known, however, and the excitement 
abated without any further collision between 
the people and police. 

THE MAYOR’S PROCLAMATION. 

Late this afternoon the mayor issued the 
following proclamation: 

Mayor’s Office, Louisville, Ky., April 29, 1887.—To 
the Peopie of Louisyille: It is my duty, as mayor, 
to enjoin vpon the people the necessity for pre- 
serving order and maintaining the majesty of the 
law. A most diabolical crime has been committed 
in our city, but the law must inflict the punish- 
ment. Itis more dangerous to good government 
itban any individual criminal. Lynch law subverts 
every principle of law and attacks our very civili- . 
zé tion. 

J], therefore, in the discharge of my duty request 
every citizen toremain at home tonight and to 
avoiad all gatherings, and I caution parents not to 
permit their children to go in the streets, as their 
presence increases the number and adds to the ex- 
citement. I must, and will, discharge my duty to 
uphold the law and to preserve good order, and I 
command all riotous a to disperse,

GATHERING OF THE MOB, 

While the mayor wasindicting the above, the 
first movement looking to an organization of 
the exasperated people, who openly and on all 
sides advocated lynching, was being made. In 
response to a notice which had been distributed 
among the thousands who rushed to the jail 
at the alarm at midday, given to order mem- 
bers of the militia to report for duty, about 
five hundred men gathered in front of Lieder- 
kranz hall, on Market street, The janitor re- 
fused them admission to the hall, and the po- 
lice were endeavoring to disperse thom, when 
Dr. Berry, a well known physician of the city, 
mounted a barrel oon i the sidewalk 
and addressed them. He said that since the 
brutal crime of Patterson and Tarner none of 
our women and children, felt any security, and 
that while he, generally, was opposed to mob 
law, there was nothing to be done in this case 
but to lynch the negro fiends. The law had 
again and again failed to punish murderers. 
They had been sent to the penitentiary, when | 
they should have been hanged. Lawyers de- 
fended blood-stained criminals whom they 
krew to be guilty. If this crime was not 
atoned for, the chance would be missed to set a 
terrible example to hundreds of idle, worth- 
lees and thieving negroes whoinfested the al- 
leys and slams of the city. 

The doctor was cheered at frequent intervals. 
While he was speaking, Major Kinney, a lead- 
ing criminal lawyer, passed through the crowd. 
A number of men stopped him, and then sur- 
rounding him, demanded, in an excited man- 
ncr, why he defended men whom he knew to 
be criminals, The major commenced to ex- 
plain and expostulate, declaring that he had 
never acted as attorney for a man whom he be- 
lieved to be guilty. He was never more earnest 
or eloquent in his life, and breathed a heavy 
eigh of relief when he slipped out of the throng. 

The doctor resumed his remarks, and the 
meeting adjourned to a’ hall near by, where 
the names of about 100 citizens, whose senti- 
ments were known and who, it was believed, 
would join any organized effort to lynch the 
neproes, were selected. 

Other speeches were made, and it was deter- 
mined to meet at 10° o’clock tomorrow at the 
courthouse. There men appeared to be in dead 
earnest, and trouble—probably bloodshed—is 
looked for tomorrow. ite the mayor’s 
proclamation, however, tonight the squares 
about the jail are densely packed with men. 
The police have been able to clear the street 
for about half a square east and west of the 
prison, but beyond these limits the people are 
jammed together as close as sardines, and no 
effort, so far, has been made to disperse them. 

Two companies of militia wait in readiness 
for the order to march at any moment from 
the armory, some five or six syuares away. On 
Market street a crowd of about one hundred 
menare marching up and down, each with 
about a foot of white cotton rope tied to him. 
In a prominent place on the court house is the 
illuminated design: _ . 

‘‘Wanted—500 men to join thé mob.” ~ 

Up to this writing good order has prevailed. 
The mob appears to have noleader, and ap- 
pears to be only watcning out of curiosity for 
something to tarn up. The police and militia 


| are determined to defend thé jail, come what 


may, and ifan attempt is made tonight or in 
the morning there will be bloodshed sure.

BULL FIGHTING AT NIGHT.

Electric Lights [Illuminate the Arena in 
Mexico. 


tT. Lovuts, April 29.— A special from the City 
of Mexico gays the novelty of a bull fight by 
electric light drew an immense crowd to Colon 
plaza. Among the spectators were President 
Diaz and several members of his cabinet. The 
arena was brilliantly lighted by ten electric 
lights and the gaudy uniform of the matadors 
fairly blazed. The first bull, made frantic, 
rutked at the picadors and in a minute was 
master of the arena, having killed one horse 
and gored two others. One matador and 
picador were laid out, though 
not killed. fighters became 
very timid and plied the sword 
from the side, being afraid to face the animal, 
asis usual. Of five bulls, every one was des- 
perate in the blazing light, and the horses and 
fighters were rolled over and tossed in a terri- 
ble manner. One swordsman attempted to 
kill a bull as he charged, and was caught on 
the horns and tossed out of the arena almost 
lifeless. 

The result of the fight was four horses 
killed, several torn and crippled; two matadors 
nearly killed, and several picadors disabled. 
The dazzling light seems to make the animals 
wild. This was the first time bull-fighting has 
been tried by electric light. 


THE TRAIN ROBBERS, 


_©fiecers Have the Men Shadowed and Their 


Capture Certain. 

Bexson, Ariz., April 29.—The men who 
robbed the west bound express train over the 
Southern Pacific road on Wednesday night 
have been spotted, and it will be only a ques- 
tion of time before they are eaptured. The 
officers do not wishto make arrests immedi- 
ately, fearing that they have not sufficient evi- 
dence yet toconvict. United States Marshal 
Meade has telegraphed to the mail authorities 
at Washington, urging.them to offer an addi- 
tional large reward, which, if the request is 
complied with, will almost certainly insure the 
capture and guick conviction of the robbers. 
It is now ag that a special officer has 
been in El Paso for several days watching for 
this occurrence to take place in that locality, 
he having been forewarned by outsiders that 
an attempt would be madeto rob a train some- 
where onthe line of the road.

DECISION RENDERED APRIL 27, 

Darby vs State, Murder, front Bibb. Crimi- 

nal Law. Dying Declarations. Murder. 

Charge of Court. Attorney and Client. 

Verdict. (Before Judge Simmons ) 

Blandford, J.—1. In this case, the dying de- 
elarations intrcduced in evidence were shown 
to have been made while the person slain was 
in articulo morfis, and after he had been ad- 
vieed by his physician that he must die. They 
related to the cause of his death and were ad- 
missible, though they wight have been emit- 
ted without affecting the result. 

2. It was admissible to show that, in such 
dying declarations, the deceased said that the 
defendant had cut him, and that he had done 


nothing to cause it. This was nota conclusion 


but a fact. 
3, There was no error in charging tho jury 

as follows: ‘‘Were the circumstances surround- 

ing Darby at thattime such, or not? Look 
and see what they were; where they were 
standing, when they first met; what they were 

doing. Did they draw their knives, and did 

they attempt to use their knives’ Did they 

keep their knives open and walk down the 
street, or did one shut up his knife and the 
other keep his open? At the time of the cut- 
ting, were the circumstance which sa) rounded 

Darby sufficient to excite the fears of a reason- 

able man ?” 

4. Under the facts of this case there was no 
error in charging as follows: “Atthe time of 
the cutting were the circumstances which sur- 
rounded Darby at the time sufficient to excite 
the fears of a reasonable mani Were they suf- 
ficient to make him believe, and did he believe, 
that this man was going tocut him, and did it 
appear that the danger was so urgent and 
pressing at the time of the killing that, in or- 
der to save his own life the killing of the other 
was absolutely necessary?” : 

5. When construed with the entire charge, 
there was no error in charging as follows: “The 
law does not require the state to make ont a 
case to a mathematical certainty, because it is 
rarely ever done by human testimony. The 
law requires the state to fornish such evidence 
as would satisfy the minds of the jury, but if 
the state proves itfo that they are morally 
satisfied in their minds, that is sufficient. If 
you are morally satisfied in yoar minds, from 
the evidence in the case, that Darby is guilty 
of the crime charged in the indict- 
ment, then it would be your duty to so find;” 
the court having charged the jury that “in 
civil cases, moral certainity may be produced by 
a pre pox derance of the evidence, butin crimi- 
nal cases, much stronger convictionis neces- 
sity; and the evidence should beso strong as 
to exclude from the minds of the jury every 
rcasovable doubt as to the guilt of the accused.” 

6. There was noerror in charging as foilows: 
“If you believe that Darby killed Rittenberry 
without intending to kill him, but that it was 
done in the commission of an unlawfal act 
which, in its consequences, naturally tends to 
destroy the life ef a human being, then the 
offense would be murder.” This charge might 
have been omitted, as the case was not one of 
involuntary manslaughter butof murder, under 
the evidence produced by tho state; but the 
charge did no harm, 

7. Nor wes there error in charging as fo!- 
Jowe: “If you believe from the evidence that 
Darby cut Rittenberry on acceunt of threats, 
snd that it naturally tended to cause death, 
that would be an unlawfal act on the part of 
Darby, and if death ensued, it would be mur- 
der, whether Darby intended to kill Ritten- 
berry ornot.” - 

8 The entire charge was fair, impartial and 
applicable*to the case. The court having charged 
that the jury could believe the defendant's 
statemernt or not as they thought proper; that 
they could give it full credit, and might believe 
itto the exclusion of all the testimony in 
the case, if they thought proper, it was not 
the duty of the court to give in charge any 
theory of the case which arose, not from the 
evidence, but from the defendant’s statement 

9. Where one ground of a motion for a new 
trial was that one of the counsel for the ac: 
cused was unwell at the time of the trial and 
neglected to put in some evidence in the case, 
and that on account of his ill health and irrita- 
bility he would not allow associate counsel to 
contro! the case; and that in a few days after 
the irial he died; but the court certified that 
counsel's mind was perfectly clear ard he was 
at himeelf: this furnishes no ground for re- 
versing the refussl of a new trial; especially 
where the omitted testimony could not have 
changed the result. 

10. The verdict is right under the law and 
evidence. 

Judgment affirmed.

land, and the other took a deed from the vendor 
to himself as trustee for his wife, to an undi- 
vided Lalf interest therein, and where they 
subsequently executed deeds to each other 
dividing the land as they had agreed 
to do prior to the purchase, 
and one of them placed improvement on the 
the part assigned to him under this division, 
eitber of them was estopped from denyiug the 
partition or from attacking it by petition for 
partitition. Had the money with which the 
purchase was made belonged to the wife or 
children, it might be that they could complain 
of the agreed division, but the father of the 
children could not himself, by petition for par- 
tition, undo what he had already done.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 

The population of Athens is pretty evenly 
divided between white and black. Last Sep: 
tember the public schools were organized. 
Every darky child from the age of six as high 
astwenty applied fer admission, and those 
whore age debarred them from participating 
in the school fund did not hesitate for a mo- 
ment in making sworn statements which en- 
abled them to get in. The schools were over- 
crowded, chacs reigned supreme, aad order 
was ouly restored when the superintendent 
began the weeding out process on his own hook. 
He gave many their walking papers, bui still 
the number of colored scholars was far in 
excess of the whites. As soon as the news got 
noised abroad through the surrounding coun- 
ties that ihe city was educating negro children 
free of charge, the families began to pack pre- 
paratory to coming totown. They have been 
coming steadily ever since, antl today there 
are enough little negroes in Athens to stock 
any colonization scheme ever started. 

SOME INDIGNANT TAXPAYERS, 

The white people who are taxed to keep up 
the schools have grown indignant, aud.declare 
that there is no right or justice in giviag the 
colored people equal benefit in the school fund 
when the tax on the entire colored proparty 
held in the town will hardly pay the salary of 
one teacher. Nothing can be done until the 
law establishing the school system is changed, 
and a desperatecffort will be made to induce 
the legisiature to modify the law so that the 
eines which are Cyesars will be rendered unto 

im,

poenietton is felt ia sneak thief depredations. 
lardiy a night passes that some respectable 
citizen does not miss something. The vagrants 
will not work, and yet they want to eat, and 
the only way. they can gratify their appetites 
6 to steal.

Zhe Goreamers Gather in Front of a Saicon and 
4nuneoy the Neigbhbors—The Mayor Iaterferes— 
The annoyance Repeated-—Two ef the 
Saints_in Jail-Great Excitement, 


Macon, Ga, April 29.—[Special.]—We have 
had in our town for the past four or five weeks 
what has been known as the Salvation Army, 
going from one place to another holiing meet- 
ings and revivals, and their headquarters have 
been over Collins’s buggy and carriage house, 
eorner of Second and Poplar streets. Every 
night since their arrival in town they have 
held meetings in their hall at that place, be- 
sides from one to three each day. 

WHENCE THEY CAME. 

They came from Savannah here, and their 
number wasabout eight or ten when they first 
came. They had not been here more than a 
week before their number increased to twenty- 
five, but sincethat time the old ringleaders 
bave left and gone, leaving only about two of 
the original number in Macon, who have, with 
their new members, been engaged in holding 
daily meetings as well as nightly. They have 
proved themselves quite unpopular with 
some of the citizens, and even been a nuisance, 
for part of the time at least. For the last week 
they have proved themeelves very disagreeable 
indeed in their rounds over the streets at 
night, making their parade, and they have 
carried it to such an extent that many citizsps 
have called on the mayor for protection, say- 
ing, at the same time, if they could get it no 
other way they would be obliged to take the 
matter in their own hands. 

THE MAYOR TAKES PART. 

The mayor, Daisy Price, being of placable 
disposition and wanting to preserve order, as 
any good and conscientious mayor would, yet 
at the same time not wanting to hurt the feel- 
ings of any one, went to the salvationists and 
a:ked that they be more quiet in their parades 
around the streets, This they did, and 
everything has moved on nicely, and 
they have been going their rounds, 
making their parades, etc, until 
last night, when they congregated themselves, 
about thirty in number, in front of the Bril- 
liant salconon Third street, and began to 
offer up prayers for the protection of thesaloon 
keeper, and then they would sing a hymn or 
two. It finally became a nuisance, and again 
the mayor was sought, when he responded and 
asked themto goaway. He thought they 
would do so as before, but they proved more 
stubborn this time; and not until he had 
threatened to have them locked up would 


they leave, he telling them atthe same time 


not to come back and repeat it any more. 
ROTTEN EGGS IN READINESS, 

Tonight about eight o’clock they began their 
rounds, and again when they came to the 
Brilliant, they halted and began doing the 
same work as they did on last night. 
When tired and overcome, a number of people 
armed themselves with eggs and brickbats, and 
once there looked as if there would be a gen- 
eral riot. Everything was held aloof, however, 
until the mayor could be sent for, and upon 
his arrival he saw but one thing that 
he thought would prevent a riot, 
and that wasto lock themup, sohe ordered 
the principal leaders in the army to be taken to 
the barracks, whereupon Harry Guilder and 
W.T. Bartrun were carried to the police bar- 
racks, and givén a cell and docketed for disor- 
derly conduct. The remnant of theri dispersed. 
There were a numbe: of witnesses summoned 
to appear before Recorder Baxter in the mora- 
ing, at which time their case will be heard.

He then fell to the ground, and ina moment 
the mighty tree was lying across his thigh, just 
below the hip. Ellrod and others ran to him, 
and found they could not release him by their 
own efforts, so they ran to the saw mill, some 
distance away, and secured about thirty men, 
who with great difficulty lifted the log from 
the unfortunate one who was not dead bat 
badly hurt, his thigh being »roken and the 
muscles in his hip and leg badly bruised. He 
wss brought tohis home at Clarksville, and 
several physicians called in and by four o’clock 
this evening the broken bones were set and it 
is thought he will recover.

Mr. Latham went 
from Hopkinsville to New York and has 
never lost his interest in his old home, The 
monument will be unveiled on May 19th. 
Bishop Thomas F. Dudley will conduct the 
religious ceremonies. Orations will be de- 
livered by Rev. C. F. Deems, of New York, 
and Congressman W. C. P. Breckinridge, of 
Kentucky. 


THE New York Commercial Advertiser 
regards the Calhoun monument with a judi- 
cial calmness which is in striking contrast to 
the bysterical alarm of the poor old Tribune, 
The Commercial Advertiser says: 

Sincerity united with ability makes the great 
man. Tried by this test, John C. Calhoun was traly 
great, and one of the greatest men this country has 
produced. Evenin the stormy times in which he 
lived, and in the still stormier ones in which some 
of his cardinal principles were repudiated by the 
arbitrament of war, his greatness was acknovwl- 
edged by his bitterest enemies; and the later gen- 
eration, which yesterday witnessed the unveiling 
of his monument at Charleston, can do no less than 
reaffirm the sacknowledgment—and this it does, 
freely and gladly. 

Style and Grammar. 

Atthe annual reunion of the Army and 
Navy club, of Connecticut, Mark Twain de- 
livered an address on General Grant, in the 
eure of which he made some comments on 

fa'thew Arno!d’s recent criticism of Gen- 

ra Giant’s ‘‘Memoirs.’’ When it is borne 
io mind that Matthew Arnold is the chief 
@postle of British culture, so called, the 
Joints that Mark Twain makes will be ap- 
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Frglish. That would be fair encugh, may be, if 
the example of imperfect English averaged move 
instances to the page in General Grant’s book than 
in Mr. Arnold’s criticism upon the book—but they 
don’t, [Laughter and applause] It would be fair 
enough, may be, if such instances were commoner 
in Genera) Grant's book than theyare in the works 
of the average standard author—but they aren’t. 
In truth, General Grant’s derelictionsin the matter 
of grammar and construction are not more frequent 
than are such derelictions in the works of a major- 
ity of the ;professional authors of our time and of 
a)l previons times—authors as exclusively and 
painstakingly trained to the literary trade as was 
General Grant to the trade of war. [Applause.| 
This is not arandom statement; it is a fact, and 
easily demonstrable. I have at home @ book called 
“Modern English Literature, its Blemishes and 
Defecis,”” by Henry H. Breen, F.8. A., a country- 
man ot Mr. Arnold. Init I find examplesof bad 
grammar and slovenly English from the pens of 
Sydney Smith, Sheridan, Hallam, Whateley, Car- 
lile, both Disraclis, Allison, Junius, Blair, Macau- 
lay, Shekespeare, Milton, Gibbon, Southey, Bal- 
wer, Cobbet, Dr. Samuel Johnson, Trench, Lamb, 
Lander, Smollet, Walpole, Walker (of the diction- 
ary), Christopher North, Kirke, White, Mrs. Sigour 
ney, Benjamin Franklin; Walter Scott and Mr. 
Lindley Murray who made the grammar. 

In Mr. Arnold’s paper on General Grant’s book 
we finda couple of grammatical crimes and more 
than several examples of very crude and slovealy 
English—enough of them to entitle him to a lofty 
place in that illustrious of delinquents just named. 
The following passage, all by itself, ought to elect 
him: “Meade suggested to Grant that he might 
wish to have immediately under him Sherman, 
who bad been serving with Grant in the West. He 
begged Lim not to hesitate if he thought it for the 
good of the service. Grant assured him that he 
had no thought of moving him, and in his memoirs, 
after relating what had passed, he adds,” etc. To 
read that passage a couple of times would make a 
man dizzy; toread it four times would make him 
Grunk, {Great laughter.| General Grant’s gram- 
mar is as good as anybody’s; but if this were not so, 
Mr. Breen would brush that inconsequential fact 
aside and bunt his great book for far higher gam. 
Mr. Breen makes this discriminating remark: ‘'To 
suppose that because a man is a poet or a historian 
he must be cerrectin his grammar, is to suppose 
that an architect must be.a joiner, or a physician a 
compounder of medicines.” Mr. Breen’s point is 
welliaken. If you should climb the mighty Mat- 
terhorn to lcok out over the kingdoms of the earth, 
it might be a pleasant incident to find strawberries 
up there, but, great Scot, you don't climb the Mat 
terhoin for strawberries. {Continued applause. } I 
don’t think Mr.eArnold was quite wise; for he well 
knew that that Briton or American was never yet 
born who could safely assaulf another man’s Eng- 
lish; he knew as well as he knows anything that 
the man never lived whose English was flawless. 
Can you believe that Mr. Arnold was immodest 
encugh toimagive himself an exception to this 
cast-iron rnle—the sole exception discoverable 
within the three or four centuries duriug whith 
the English language proper has been in existence? 
No, Mr. Arnold did not imagine that; he merely 
forgot that fora moment he was moving intoa 
glass house, and he had hardly got fairly in before 
General Fry was shivering the panes over his head. 
{Langhter. | 

All of this is funny and much of it is true. 
General Grant’s style and grammar are far 
superior to thestyle and grammar ordinarily 


employed by Mr. Matthew Arnold, not be- 


cause he was a cultured man, but because 
he was not. In the first place, he had a 
story to tell—a story of surpassing interest. 
He had something to say, and he said it in 
the simplest way. His lack of culture was 
fortunate, indeed. Having nothing of this 
sert to fall back on, he wrote his story in 
plain English, and itis a model of simplic- 
ity and directness, So far as culture is con- 
cerned, Shakespeare, Burns and Bunyan 
have proved that it stands in the way of 
enduring literature. 


A Night in Chicago. 

The evidence that Mr. Murat Halstead, 
of the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, has 
been having a very hilarious time recently 
continues to accumulate, The fact itself is 
very encouraging, Whenso great aman can 
shake himself free from political entangle- 
ments in Obio and gives dull care the Christ- 
mas goose,so to speak, it is time for the small 
fry to take heart. Every cloud has its sil- 
ver lining worth a dollar and a half a yard, 
and so what is the use of repining? Especi- 
ally in Cincinnati, Ohio. This is the way 
Mr. Halstead looks at it, and he makes no 
bones of putting his opinions and convic- 
tions on exhibition. 

Consequently, when he heard the other 
day that Brother Blaine, who was ‘‘bull- 
dozed’’ during the last campaign, was 
devoting afew hours to studying the devel- 
opment and direction of the literary move- 
ment among the pork-packers of Chicago, 
Mr. Halstead drew his free pass on the rail- 
way conductors and proceeded to visit the 
great metropolis of the northwest. 

It is certain that the great editor met the 
Great Defeated, but a synopsis of their con- 
fab has not been made public, and only part 
of it can be guessed. 

For one thing, we are sure that Mr. Hal- 
stead called Brother Braine’s attention to 
the ‘‘despicability’’ of the solid south, and 
hegged him to invent some plan toe destroy 
it utterly and sweep it from the face of the 
earth, togeth«r with the saddle it is sup- 
posed to be perched in. 

The interview between these two distin- 
guished chumps was probably a gloomy one, 
foran alert Chicago reporter, keeping an 
eye on Mr. Halstead’s movements, has this to 
sey: ‘Mr. Halstead went out about 11 o’clock 
and returned a few minutes after noon. His 
face wore an expression of deep care, and his 
stovepipe hat was tipped over his eyes.’’ 

This was very sad, indeed, and itshows 
that the solid soufh is getting in its perfect 
work, even in Chicago. We are left to infer 
that Mr. Halstead went out at 11 o’clock at 
night and returned about noon the next day 
with carelessness in his eyes and reckless- 
ness in his hat. 

All this is to be deplored. We are, in fa- 
vor of politics as a pastime, but if a usefal 
citizen of Cincinnati, Ohio, is to makea 
night of it in Chicago every time he remem- 
bers that the south is solid, then we have | 
indeed fallen on troublous times, and a 
comet may be expected to make its appear- 
ance in the heavens. 


Generai Grant’s Birthday. 

If General Grant had lived until last 
Wednesday he would have been sixty-five 
years old. 

His birthday was celebrated by an associa- 
tion known as the Americus Club of Pitts- 
burg. The club is composed of republican 
politicians. On this occasion they and their 
guests gathered around a table, ate a little, 
drank a great deal and indulged in a lot of 
very slushy after-dinner speeches. This per- 
formance was called a tribute to the memory 
of General Grunt. In reality it was an effort 
to infuse a little fresh life into the beaten 
and bruised republican party. 

The occasion was inopportune. The re- 
publican party of today has little sympathy 
with the sentiments which were held and ex- 
pressed by General Grant. Soon after the 
smoke of civil war vanished he said: ‘‘Let us 
have peace.’ Most of the leaders of the re- 
publican party are engaged twenty-two years 
after the close of the war in disseminatiag 
the doctrines of sectional hate, General |

that he had been spared long enongh to see 
the north and the south coming together in 
fraternal affection. There was no such sen- 
timent uttered at the Pittsburg banquet. 
General Grant never said anything which 
will live lopger and which better entitles 
him to a place in the hearts of his country- 
men than those memorable words of peace 
and gocd will. 

The way in which the republican leaders 
can best honor the memory of General Grant 
is not by growing mellow over champagne 
and spouting platitudes about his greatness 
and fame, but by imitating the virtues of 
his generous heart. 

Roscoe Conkling was invited to make the 
principal speech at the Pittsburg dinner, 
but he declined todo so. He sent a letter 
of regrets which was by odds the most siguif- 
icant deliverance of the evening. In refer- 
ence to General Grant Mr. Conkling wrote: 

The party he led to victory—victories, perhaps, 
not less useful than those of war—has not dis- 
panded, though it may not have kept step in the 
march of events. 

The survival of the fiitest among political organ- 
izations now asking public confidence might be 
realized by the revival .of the republican party, 
provided it can discover the questions deserving of 
attention, take the right side of them, and then act 
upon its convictions. 

These words must have sounded very cold 
and critical as they were injected into a cur- 
rent of hot and bubbling gush. Mr. Conk- 
ling clearly indicates that there is some- 
thing the matter with the republican party, 
He hints that it is lagging behind the times; 
in other words, that it is getting left. He 
bases its only claim to further existence on 
the slender cbance that it shail choose right 
issues and take the right side of them. I+ 
is evident that Mr. Conkling does not take 
any stock in the party as it is now. Under 
its present leaders it is-idle to hope for any 
im provement. 


Guilford Miller’s F'arm. 

In 1878 Guilford Miller settled on one 
hundred awd sixty acres of land in Washiog- 
ton territory, fifty miles from the line of the 
Northern Pacific railroad. He complied 
with the law regulating the settlement of 
the public lands, and went to work to im- 
prove his homestead. 

In 1885, after Miller had occupied and 
worked his farm for seven years, the North- 
ern Pacific railroad set up a claim to ib. 
Miller indignantly resisted the grasp of the 
big corporation and the case was appealed to 
the general land office at Washington. Of 
course the Northern Pacific would not have 
gone to such trouble merely to get possession 
of Guilford Miller’s little one hundred and 
sixty acres. But there are thousands of 
farmers along the line of that railroad who 


_ settled their Jands just as Guilford Miller 
| settled bis, 


If Miller could be dislodged all 
those of his class would be at the mercy of 
the railroad. The case had been hanging up 
in the land office nearly two years until last 
Monday when President Cleveland wrote to 
Secretary Lamar a letter declaring that he 
thought Guilford Miller was clearly entitled 
to his farm and asking the secretary to pro- 
tect him in its possession. 

The letter of the president is very clear 
and strong in its expressions as to the proper 
use of the public domain. He refers with 
severe disapprobation to the withdrawal of 
millions of acres of pulic lands since 1872 
from the operations of the laws of the Uni- 
ted States, and the placing. of them beyond 
the reach of citizens who desire to settle 
them. The president alludes to one of the 
most flagrant abuses which obtained in the 
land oflice during republican rule, when, he 
£ays: 

Under the former orders and action of the inte- 
rior department this has been done for the besetit 
of a railroad corporation having no fixed, certain 
or definite interests in such lands, In this manner 
the beneficent policy and intention of the govera- 
ment in relation to the public domain have for all 
these vears been thwarted. After the lapse of sev- 
enteen years this large body of the public domaia 
is still held in reserve, to the excluson of settlers, 
for the convenience of a corporate beneficiary of 
the government and awaiting its selection, thongh 
it is entirely certain that much of this reserved 
land can never be honestly claimed by said corpo- 
ration. 

A much-needed reform in the manage- 
ment and distribution of the public lands is 
promised in these words: 

Such acondition of the public lands should no 
longer continue. So far asit isthe result of exec: 
utive rules and methods these should be aban- 
doned; and so far as itis a consequence of improv- 
ident laws these should be repealed or amended.{j 


President Cleveland’s action in this mat- 
ter will give a feeling of security to thou- 
sands of gettlers whom the questionable 
methods of the land office as adminis- 
tered by republican officials had greatly 
alarmed. That office had long stood 
sorely in need of a cleaning out from top to 
bottom. The present administration has 
begun the work bravely and has already re- 
moved many abuses. <A complete clean- 
ing out of the Jand office will yet be ac- 
complished. President Cleveland’s action 
in the Miller case shows how watchful he is 
of the rights of the humblest citizen, and 
how ready he is to enforce the laws with 
the most fearless honesty. 


Importing Foreign Preachers. 

The New York Sun calls atteation to the 
fact that the candidate for the vacant pulpit 
of: Plymouth church, who is most favorably 
considered, is the Rev. Dr. Joseph Parker, 
of London, and asks why there is such a 
general preference for imported preachers? 


Our contemporary adds : 

The Brick Presbyterian church sent to Ireland 
to get Dr. John Hall, and so eager were they for 
him that they dispatched the call by cable. The 
Tabernacle, afew yearslater, obtained a Scotch- 
wan, Dr. Taylor, from England, and in both cases 
the clerg} men were invited to come hither soon 
after they had made brief visits to the United 
States as delegates to religious conventions. It was 
love at first sight. A single sermon captured the 
hearts of the flock, though American preachers 
hed appealed tothemin vain. At the Heavenly 
Rest we have Dr. Morgan from England; at &t. 
George’s, Mr. Rainsford, also from England; at the 
Collegiate church, Dr. Ormiston, of Scotland, and 
Mr. Donaldof the Ascension is from Canada, we 
believe, while Calvary also came near to finding a 
successor to Dr, Washburne in the British do- 
minions. ; 

Thus in some of the most conspicuous pulpits of 
New York, the gospel is preached with an accent 
and a modulation to which American ears are not 
accustomed. And now in Brooklyn there isa proba- 
bility that a Londoner will be called to the pulvit 
which was the most famous in America, and was 
occupied from the first by a preacher who came in 
a direct line from the Puritans of New England. 

There is food for reflection inthis. Of 
course geographical lines ought not to be 
considered in such matters, but our native 
preachers and a good many plain people 
would like to know just why there is such a 
demand for imported pastors.

Louis E. Granger, of this City, to Get $50,- 
000 from a Gratefal Scotchman. 


From the New York World. 

Out of many vicisitudes and happenings of 
the late war thrilling and romantic tales have been 
woven. This romance in real life, though unlike 
most of them in point of fiction, in a few weeks 
will have a pleasant sequel, in which a snug little 
portion of a Scotchman’s million, $50,000, will be 
transferred to Louis E. Granger, a well known 
downtown business man, a colonel in the late war 
on the union side. The Granger family in the 
sixties was one of the most prominent in Boston. 
Louis E. Granger was quite a young man then, but 
a good fighter, and he soon rose. During the 
bloody campaign in the Red river country, Louis- 
iana, he was made captain and acting aide-de-camp 
on the staff of General Dan Ulimann. He wasfoon 
afterwards promoted to assistant adjutant-gereral 
of the division under the same chief. Whileacting 
in that capacity he made the acquaintance of a 
shrewd and wealthy Scotchman, Lemuel Stock- 
bridge, a cotton speculator. Stockbridge. who re- 
sided in Cincinnati, had a few months before 
sterted south to buy cotton. Anticipating a long 
stay he brought with him his wife, whose bealth 
had been shattered by protracted illmess. With 
his delicate partner he traveled through several 
southern states, buying cotton at different points, 
and when bis business was nearly concluded found 
himself in the heart of the Red river section, con- 
fronted with unexpected difficulties in the shape 
of passing the federal lines and reaching New Or- 
leans, 

Just previous to his arrival orders were issued for 
the cloting ofthe lines, on accountof the close 
proximity of tne confederate forces. Both himself 
and wife were strangers toall. Her health was 
becoming rapidly worse. While engaged in his 
frantic efforts to get away, he casnally became ac- 
quainted with Captain Granger and his wife, who 
happened to be in the vicinity at the time. Captain 
Granger at once learned the difficulty the Scotch- 
man wasinvolvedin. With his wife he adminis- 
tered to the relief and comfort of Mrs. Stockbridge. 
Granger then prevailed upon General Ul!}maan to 
consider the embarrassing position of the Scotch- 
man and his wife, and ina shorttime obtained 
permission for them to pass the lines. 

It was nearly six months later when Captain 
Grenger—having been promoted for gallant ser- 
vice—obtained a leave of absence and started for 
Cincinnati, accompanied by his wife. At New Or- 
leans he boarded a Mississippi steamboat and to 
his surprise found the Stockbridges among his fel- 
low-passengers. Ata point in Louisiana asthe 
verse] wasrounding a bend of the river, it was 
fired on by confedera‘es and again Capta'n Gran- 
ger rendered valuable service to the terror-etricken 
couple. Both he and his wife administered to the 
sufferings of Mrs, Stockbridge. The boat arrived 
saiely in Cincinnati and the two families parted. 
That was the last time Captain Granger ever saw 
the Scotchman and his sickly wife. After the war 
came to a close Granger, with the rank of colonel, 
went south io live, and in 1863 his 
wife died in New Orleans. Lemuel 
Stockbridge, after accumulating a fertune 
ef $3,000,000, wentto Edinburg, Scotland, his na- 
tive place, and died there in 1881, leaving a large 
estaie, which consisied principally of sugar and 
cotton {plantations in the south. jIn his will 
the Scotchman recalled the timely services ren- 
dered him by Captain [Granger during the war, 
‘ard directed that the sum of $50,000 cash be paid 
to the captain and his wife as a mark ot his appre- 
ciation. If Granger’s wife was still alive, he adds 
in the will, the sum of $25,000 should be paid to 
her, and in the eyent of h :r being dead, the entire 
sum should revert to the gallant captain, and yice 
versa, 

The attorneys, immediately after Lemuel Stock- 
bridge’s demise, set about to discover the where- 
abouts of Granger. Advertisements were inserted 
inthe New York, Chicago and San Francisco p1- 
pers asking for information regarding the where- 
abouts of Ceptain Lewis E. Granger, After a year 
of waiiing they received noreply and ascertaining 
that a Granger family resided in Boston wrote to 
them. The Boston Grangers in turn communicat- 
ed with Colonel Granger’s mother, who was then 
living in Atchison, Kan, Shethen wrote to her 
fon in this city, the colonel in question, and he 
recalling to mind the family and incidents placed 
the matterin the hands of his attorneys. After 
many months of correspondence between the re- 
spective lawyers in thiscity andin Scotland the 
identity of Colonel Granger has been fully estab- 
lished, and in a few weeks the money will b:paid 
overto him, As his wife died in 1568, the whole 
sum of $50,000 will, according tothe nequest, re- 
vert tohim. Colonel Grangeris engaged in the 
mining and marble business in this city, and is a 
well known man about town.

If the word “boodle” gains a much wider 
currency and many more meanings or applications 
it will have to go into the dictionary. and legisla- 
tures will be compelled to take cognizance of the 
particular species of crookedness to which it refers. 
By the lexicographers it might be treated in this 
way: 

Boodle, noun. 1‘ The stuif which corrupt! politt- 
cians reek, accept, or use as a circulating medium. 
2. Anything of value which may be employed to” 
the bribery of public officers or for other question- 
able purposes. 3. The diyvy. . : 

Boodler, noun. 1. Any persons who gives or re- 
ceives boodle. 2. A criminal. 

Bocdling, verb. 1. The act of offering or accept 
ing boodle. 2. Conspiracy against public interests 
in behalf of private persons. 

With this addition to the dictionary it will be 
neccesary for the legislatures to take cogn!zance of 
the offense in definite terms inorder that no guilty 
man thallescape. It may be possible to convict a 
man of boodling when it would not be possible to 
conyict him of bribery, conspiracy or theft. Pos- 
dle must, therefore, be declared contraband, the 
seme as counterfeit money,bogus butter or crooked 
whisky. Having any boodle in one’s possession 
will have to be a penal offense. Boodlingmust be 
Geclared a felony, punishable Ly flue and impris 
onirent. and aman on conviction as a boodler 
must be imprisoned for a time and deprived of a‘ 
Civil rights. Soeiety may as well look the boodle 
infliction in the face. It is an Ohioinveution, anl 
it is probably everlasting.

The h etropolitan Street Car Company and 
the Police Department Shake Hands, 


The trouble between the Metropolitan street’ 


ear company and the Atlanta police depart- 


ment has been adjusted, and the policeman . 


will not be required to dropa fare into tho 
box upon entering the car. 

Early yesterday morning Dr. Rankin, presi- 
dent of the company, called at police head- 
quarters and informed Chief Connolly that no 
one had any authority to issue an order pre- 
venting policemen on duty,off duty,in uni- 

_ form or otherwise, from riding upon the cars. 

- The chief recounted what had transpired be- 
tween himself and Superintendent Hanlieter 
about the “blockade.” Dr. Rankin indorsed 
the chief's action, and extending an invitation 
through him to the entire force to ride when- 
ever and wherever the members pleasod, took 
his depai ture. 

During the day Superintendent Hanuleiter 
Zan upon a CONSTITUTION reporter and said: 

“You got me awfully mixed this morning.” 

“How?” asked the reporter. 

“Well, in the first place I never issued an or- 
der preventing a policeman on or off duty, in 
uniform or not from riding over the line.” 

“The chief of police says otherwise, so do 
other mem—”’ 

“Captain Connolly is mistaken about that. 
You see I have here an order issued by Dr. 
Rankin, president of the company, back in ’85 
probibiting members of the police force not in 
uniform and our own drivers when off duty 
from riding free. Now, that isthe only order 
of the kind I know of at all.” 

“Maybe that is the order to which the chief 
refers?” 

“No, that can’t be. Ithink thereisa mna- 
tual misunderstanding all around, and am glad 
that the matter has been settled.

“All right, what is it?” asked Mr. Boyd, en- 
tering his counting room. 

The negro followed Mr. Boyd into the count- 
ing rocm and in a subdued tone informed him 
that Ambrose Armetrong; one of the draymen, 
bad carried away three sides of green meat on 
h's dray the night before in a box of rubbish 
The statement was quite satisfactory to Mr. 
Boyd and hoping that he had at last detected 
the thief hurried to police headquarters.

Armstrong's statement, impli 
caiipg King in’the thefc, was a surprise to 
Captein Couch, but the captain decided to 
in vestigate it. CUoing to King’s place he walk. 
«din. King was in the store and approaching 
him, the captain asked: 

“King, baveyon bought any meat this morn- 
ing?’ 

“No, sir,” answered the negro politely and 
promptly. 

“None? Did you buy three pieces of green 
meat from a negro drayman—Ambrose Arm- 
siror g?”’ 

“No, sir, Why?” 

“Well, he says so, and I shall have to search 
your store for it,” said Captain Couch. 

King objected to the search, but Captain 
Couch went ahead and, upon a pair of scales 
rear the erd of the counter, found three sides 
of meat. Upon one side was a mark described 
by Mr. Boyd, which Captain Couch quickly 
recognized. The discovery of the meat was 
quite a surprise to King, apparently, bat 
Captain Couch did not trust to appear- 
snces and arrested King. <A dray was 
eecured,the meat placed on it and sent to police 
headquarters. King during this time asserted 
that be had been away from the store all morn- 
ing nearly, and that the meat had been re- 
ceived by his clerk, E. M. Martin, and that he 
knew nothing of it. At police headquartasrs, 
when King was conducted to a cell he met 
Aimstiong, to whom he said:

THE FIRES IN A DAY. 


Burning Chimney—A Few Shingles 
Ecorched—A Roof Burned Off. 


The fire department made three runs yester- 
Cay through the high winds and flyiag dust, 
and upon each spurt sustained well its reputa- 
tion for the quickest and most reliable work in 
the world. 

At 10:30 in the morning an alarm was rung 
in from box 13, located on Mitchell street, near 
Whitehall. Therun was a short one, and 
when the laddies arrived at the box they found 
that the alarm had been sent in becausa of a 
burning chimney on a house immmediately in 
the rear of Watson’s dry goods store, at the 
mouth of Broad street. No damage was done. 

Just as the town clocks were striking eleven 
and asthe firemen were off climbing their 
machines at the engine house, an alarm was 
sounded from box 51, atthe Central railroad 
depet. A burning roof, corner Markham and 
Neison streets, had caused the alarm and the 
blaze was increasing rapidly when Chief Joyn- 
er’sied wagon reached the building. Water 
was handy and the firemen soon had the flames 
under control. The damage was small. 

The biggest fire of the day was discovered 
just before five o'clock. The alarm wa; sent 
in from box 54, corner Peters and Fair streets, 
and was caused by the burning of Mr. John 
Jentzen’s residence, 201 West Peters streot. 
When the firemen reached the building the 
entire roof wes one sheet of fire and the house 
was apparently doomed. Almost any fire de- 
partment in the world, except Chief Joyner’s, 
would have steod quietly hy and seen the 
building burn, 80 had the flames gone. 
Cap Joyner, however, had his hose strang out 
in a second, almost, and then the battle began. 
Water was abundant and the fire was hot. At- 
Janta firemen—like Atianta policemen in the 
winter time—are fond of fire, and in a short 
time the blaze began to subside, The fight was 
continued until the fire was extinguished, and 
then the laddies went back to their quarters.
